Dr. G. W..Tlbbets was one of the first 


mining experts who made a favorable 
report on 'the geological possibilities 
•I Tonopah four years ago. The doctor 
IB a mining man of years of experience 
and has 
recently visited Goldfleld. 


Bullfrog, Searchlight and other mining 
camps of Nevada. He has given your 
eorrespondent the following report on 
the White Horse Mining District: 


"Structurally the White Horse Dis- 


trict commends Itself to the experi- 
enced observer. It is a country of con- 
tact veins and dykes 
massive, 
and 


formed of rocks of the stronger crys- 
tallne series. In this respect it is supe- 
rior to the flows found in the popular 
districts of Southern Nevada. It Is a 
eountry essentially 
porphyritic, 
yet 


sufficiently non-metamorphosed to re- 
main .highly crystallne, and as such 
they geologically would be classed as 
good gold bearers. Of the dykes there 
predominates two classes, one carrying 
the felspars, the other highly silicious. 
They vary in different portions of the 
district, but in the main preserve their 
distinctive difference 
one from 
the 


other. At places they are of consider- 
able width, at others smaller. In gen- 
eral, their lines are parallel -and of 
north-east, south-west strike, and be- 
tween these two classes of dykes the 
veins are'found in contact. Sometime?, 
however, veins are found cutting quar- 
terly the more solidified dykes. These, 
I think, are feelers, and that the dykes 
themselves, at that point, are mineral- 
ied and at depth will be found there in 
large ore bodies. The above appertains 
to the section at, west of. and a few 
miles north of Olinghoupe. 
To 
the 


north-east of that camp, in and around 
the In?alls property, %ve find porphy- 
ries of more recent origin. Here the 
belt is perhaps one thousand feet wide, 
and fissures the country rocks several 
miles to the north-east, a one which Is 
highly metamorphosed and in. places 
very talcose and with varied classes 
of the softer porphyries. This is the 
zone of silver-gold ore. It is of more 
feeble structure, which contributes to 
deposits and per-consequence surprises 
in the high values. To the north of 
White Horse Canyon, eight miles from 
Olinghouse, 
in 
the neighborhood of 


Secret and Bis Mouth Canyons the for- 
mative rocks are similar to the di=- 
tricts mentioned, except 
that 
these 


dykes show a much more easterly- 
westerly strike, and the evidence of be- 
ing nearer to the basic granites. The 
ore of these three sections differ as 
their agencies differ. At and around 
'Olinghouse free gold above, arsenical 
irons 
below 
spar-quartz 
gangue, 


spotted values. To the north-west of 
Olinghouse 
baser 
sulphides, 
lower 


gradees and more even values. The In- 
g-alls' belt, horn silver, gold ores, talc 
and andesitic lode porphyries, values 
high but depository in character. The 
newer Secret Canyon section and por- 
tions of White Horse 
Canyon, ores 


more purely quartz, values good, but 
largely in cube Iron. This quartz is 
strengthened, for values at depth, by 
reason of the evidence of copper pre- 
sent in the waters of crystalization. 
In all ores of all this district, quartz- 
porphyry is associated, but, contrary 
to Southern Nevada camps, cubal and 
arsenical Iron are the carriers of gold 
and the values are within the rock 
structure, and not as it is there, in 
cleavage joints. This cubal iron, this 
evidence of copper, the non-sedimen- 
tary dykes, the absence of the usual 
prevailing and disappointing Nevada 
lime dykes, speaks well for the future 
possibilities of the White Horse Dis- 
trict."

Shall the old Truckee river bridge 


be moved to a point where it 
will 


benefit not more than a dozen persons 
or shall It be pla'ced where it will give 
an opening to the most 
important 


street street In Reno and at the same 
time benefit the residents of at least 
one quarter of the city of Reno? This 
is a question that is now bothering 
many taxpayers in this city. The ma- 
jority of the taxpayers want the bridge 
to go straight across the river In the 
eastern portion of the city. 


In opposition to this it has been urg- 


ed that the cost will be too great. In 
order that a few dollars may not stand 
in the way of having the bridge placed 
at the proper place a number of tax- 
payers are now preparing a list pledg- 
ing the signers to make good any de- 
ficiency in the price of placing 
the 


crossing where it rightfully belongs. 


It doer, not require much argument 


to sho"/ that the bridge rightfully be- 
longs at the east end of Second street. 
In fire protection alone the cost of the 
bridge might be saved in a week. As 
it IK now the residents of the south side 
are practically without means of pro- 
tecting their property from fire. In 
tre event of an alarm a roundabout 
ct urse is necessary and by the time the 
cns'nes arrive at the scene property 
would either be destroyed or beyond 
aid. 
This, however, is but one of many 


reasons why the bridge should go -at 
the foot of Second street.

Professor Mars, Aeronaut. Tells 


His Experiences in Navaga- 


tion Through Clouds 


"How does it seem to look down on 


the earth from the clouds? Well I will 
tell you," said Professor J. C. Mars, the 
aeronaut, who is to make an ascension 
In Reno next Sunday, 
when 
inter- 


viewed by the Journal. 


"The higher up you go the colder It 


gets and in this altitude it is only 
possible to ascend 
about 
3000 feet 


without carrying along oxygen bags, 
although with artificial means of res- 
piration I have been as high as 38,000 
feet above the earth, or about seven 
miles toward the 
celestial 
regions. 


Looking down from a balloon from 
a distance of 3000 feet the earth ap- 
pears entirely flat and it is only on 
the horizon that any of the earth's 
profile may be seen. 


"Ascending to supreme heights in the 


clouds the balloonist sees nothing. The 
earth fades from his view, he drifts 
into space and usually into a snow 
storm. 
The trip in a balloon to a 


height in excess of 3000 feet is not a 
pleasant one. The air is cold and very 
thin, and oxygen bags containing the 
life giving air must be taken along. 
else the balloonist could not live. 


"Many people who watch a balloon 


ascension do not consider the numer- 
ous dangers which the aeronaut ex- 
poses himself to in making a trip to 
the clouds. 
If the balloon 
is 
not 


properly inflated there is danger that 
it may drag over the 
tree tops or 


houses and dash to death the occupant 
of the car or the trapeze. In making 
a descent to earth thare is many at- 
tenrling dangers. Live wires or a mov- 
ing train would be equally fatal. Fall- 
ing in a swift running river or be- 
coming entangled in 
the parachute 


ropes, and most fatal of all is the 
failure of the parachute to open when 
the balloonist makes his three-thou- 
sand-foot plunge to earth. 


"No I am free to say I never had 


any very exciting experiences," re- 
plied Professor Mars in response to a 
question as to whether he had met 
with any serious accidents. 


"Several years ago I broke an arm 


and a leg by being swung against a 
building in making a parachute des- 
cent, and another time I broke both 
ankles during a balloon race. Being 
anxious to win the race I used a very 
"mail parachute and when I struck the 
earth I landed much harder than I 
anticipated and was laid up for the 
balance of the season. I won the rac», 
however 


"The average length of an -aero- 


naut's life is about two years," con- 
tinued Professor Mars. "This is clue 
to the fact that many enter the busi- 
ness without having 
the 
required 


amount of training in aerial navigation 
and the fatalities are for the most part 
confined to men who are young in the 
business and lose their nerve when 
something happens. As a boy I spent 
my life with the great Baldwin, one of 
the most famous of aeronauts. 
After 


the fear wears off a balloon trip is 
very enjoyable, as the landsscape view 
beneath presents a variety of rich and 
beautiful colors."

suffered of late by the Southern Pa- 
cific', due to the tampering with their 
block system of signals by malicious 
persons. 


A short time ago five overland trains 


were delayed from one to two hours 
between Reno and Laughton because 
signal • apparatus had 
been 
wilfully 


broken by miscreants. 
Other minor 


cases, such as the breaking of signal 
lights have been very frequent. 


The worst feature of this meddling 


with the apparatus is that the signals 
are apt to indicate a clear track with 
a train in the block, when the appa- 
ratus is thus destroyed or disconnected 
The probable consequences are easily 
imagined, as implicit reliance is placer 
in the idications of the signals by th 
trainmen. If any of the malefactors 
are detected, they will be prosecuted by 
the company, not merely for malicious 
mischief, 
but 
for 
attempted 
train 


wrecking. It is 'undoubtedly as great a 
crime to wilfully cause a signal to in- 
dicate a clear trdck and thereby cause 
a collision, as it would be to open a 
switch, set the switch lamp to indicate 
the switch set for the main line, and 
so throw the train into the river. 


The company has sperit'over $75,000 


the last year in adding to the safety of 
its passengeis by installing th^ block 
system between Sparks and Truckee, 
and it certainly should be protected 
from this annoyance.
